ary JE: Ozalmuch as Our late Royal Bzother, being Pnfozmed by the Maſter, Wardens and Commonal⸗ 
ty of the Art oz Myſtery of Nerdle- makers of the City of London, that great quantit es of Foꝛeign 
E Se Nedles were daily Impoꝛted into this Kingdom from beyond the Seas, being deceitfully made 
Pal [sf of Jron Wire altogether unfit foz Service, and here new Marked, Papered, and Packed up as if 
t . they were made in Kagland, and vended and ſold in London, and other parts of Our Dominions, to the 
great abuſe of the ſaid Art and tothe pzejudice and impoveriſhment ok the laid Company, they being 
N/A v2 their Charter obliged to make their Needles of Stekl, Which coſts them moze Without the 
e okimnanſhip than the Impoꝛted Needles are ſold foz : Foz which Reaſon he was Geaciouſiy 
pleaſed to Pſſue foꝛth His Royal Pꝛoclamation bearing Date the Fifth day of April, in the One and twentieth Year of 
his Reign, to Pꝛohibit the Impoꝛtation thereof; And foꝛalmuch as Me are alſo credibly infozmed that the Pmpozt- 
ing Needles (wꝛought as afozeſaid) into this Pur Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, is ſtill uſed to this 
day, by Which means the ſaid Company, With their TWives and Families lie under great Detriment in their ſaid 
Trade, upon the humble Petition therefoꝛe and Complaint of the Daſter, Wardens and Commonalty of the ſaid Com ⸗ 
ny, and foꝛ the pzeſervation of ſo uſekul an Art and Native Panufacture, and better detecting the Enozmities afoze- 
id, We by the Advice of Dur Puby Council, have thought fit to Charge, Pꝛohibit and Command, and by this 
Our Royal Pꝛoclamation do ſtrictly Charge, Pꝛohibit and Command, That no Perſon oz Perſons, Natives, Aliens, 
gothers, do oz ſhall from hencefozth JmpIzt, Bing, oz Contvey, oꝛ cauſe to be Impoꝛted, Bꝛought oz Conveyed into 
this Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, oꝛ Poꝛt o2 Zovvn of Berwick upon Tweed, from oz out of any part 
u plate beyond the Seas, any Nerdles of what ſoꝛt oꝛ kind ſorver, by way of Merchandize, oz to be Sold, Bartered, 
n exchanged; and that noPcrſon oꝛ Perſons that now uſeth oꝛ uſe, oꝛ that hereafter ſhall uſe the Trade oz Occu⸗ 
lation of Retailing, Selling oꝛ Uttering of Nerdles, (hall at any time hereafter directly oz indirectly Buy, Bargain 
Q contract foꝛ 02 concerning the Impoꝛtation of any Needles of what ſozt oꝛ kind ſoever, made oꝛ to be made in any 
place beyond the Seas, oꝛ Utter e2 Sell the lame upon pain of ſuch Puniſhment as by the Law of Our Pzcrogative 
Ropal may be Jnflicted upon the Contemners of Our Royal Juthozity. And ue do further Charge and Com⸗ 
mand as well the Commiſſioners of Our Cuſtoms, Comptrollers, Searchers, Waiters, and other Dfficers of all 
Our Pozts in Our ſaid Kingdom of England, and Dominion of V ales, oz Pozt oꝛ Town of Berwick upon Tweed, ag 
alſo the ſaid Maſter, Wardens and Commonalty by themſelves oz their Deputies, and all other Officers and Per⸗ 
lons whatſoever, to Seize and Deſtroy all ſuch Nedles that ſhall be Impoꝛted oz Bartered, Sold oꝛ Exchanged con⸗ 
trary to Our Pleaſure herein Declared, in whole hands ſocver they ſhall be found, and to be in all other reſpects dili⸗ 


Nut and careful in and about the pzevent ng the Jmpoztation of Fozeign Needles, and Diſcovery of the ſame, and to 


uſe the Pfenders to be duly Puniſhed as to Juſtice ſhall appertain, under pain of Fozfeiting their reſpectite Pla⸗ 


sand Employments, in caſe they ſhall be found negligent oz remiſs in the Erecution of theſe Our Commands. 


Andzae do further treightly Charge and Command all Jultices of the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, Conſta- 
bles, and other Officers whatloever, to be from time t. time Aiding and Aſſiſting in all things requiſite foꝛ and 
tuthng the Obſervat on and Erecution of theſe Our Commands, and that they do from time to time Certiſe un- 
the Toꝛds of Our Privy Council, the Names of all ſuch perſons whom they ſhall find to be Offenders againlt this 


Our Pꝛoclamation, to the end that there may be ſuch further Pzoceedings againſt them as ſhall be agreeable to the 


Almoſt Severity of the Law in ſuch Caſes, 
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Given at Our Cour: at Hin, the Fourteenth Day of Auu/? 1687. In the Third Yea! of Our Reign. 
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
